within a single volume of the so- 
cial and economic condition of the 
dominion. This new edition has 
been thoroughly revised through- 
out and includes in all its chapters 
the latest information available up 
to the date of going to press. 

The 1941 Canada Year Book ex- 
tends to over 1,000 pages, dealing 
with all phases of the national 
life and more especially with those 
susceptible of statistical measure- 
ment. A statistical summary of 
the progress of Canada is included 
in the introductory matter. This 
gives a picture in figures of the 
remarkable progress that the coun- 
try: has made since the first cen- 
sus of the dominion was taken in 
1871, seventy years ago.

As the analysis of the work of 
this last summer's ‘Crop Testing 


Plan” proceeds, most interesting : 


information is being disclosed. It 
is found that over 600 farmers 
were growing a wheat variety 
that was certainly not the variety 
they thought they were produc- 
ing, and which they intended to 
grow. 

This situation often caused need- 
less loss of income to the farmer. 
In some: instances .in the rust areas 
farmers thought they were grow- 
ing rust-resistant varieties, anid ac- 
tually they were growing Marquis 
or Reward or Red Bobs, which 
are suscpetible to rust. In other 
instances farmers who wished to 
grow an early variety were actual- 
ly found to be growing quite a 
late maturing variety which, in 
some districts, has been caught by 
the heavy autumn rains and still 
remains unthreshed. 

Some of these farmers had paid 
|good money for the seed which 
they used and which the “Crop 
Testing Plan’ analysis found was 
not of the variety it was represent- 
ed to be. 

All’ this means that farmers 
should be very careful about the 
seed they buy. Registered and 
Certified seéd sealed in the sack 
can always be depended upon, 
for it is inspected rigorously both 
in the field and in the sack by 
the Canadian Seed Growers’ Asso- 
ciation and by the dominion gov- 
ernment.
